Dr. Coughlin 
appointed to 
hospital board

Dr. Barry Coughlin of Valley Medical 
Group Inc. was chosen last night to serve 
out the remaining three month term of 
Harold Thompson on the Board of Direc­ 
tors of the Lompoc Hospital District. 
Members Frank Signorelli, Ray Down 
and Dennis Inouye voted for the doctor 
who is under contract with the Lompoc 
District Hospital to interpret electrocar­ 
diograms. Member Carol Ann Johnson 
was absent. 
Before a roll call vote was taken 
Inouye asked Dr. Coughlin if he foresaw 
a conflict of interest with himself being a 
board member. 
He replied, “ No... if there would be 
any suspicion of a financial conflict of in­ 
terest, I hope the hospital would ter­ 
minate any contracts I have or arrange 
them to eliminate a possible conflict. 
“ If there was a suspicion of a conflict 
of interest,” he added, “ There would be 
no way you could get me to serve on the 
board.” 
Dr. Coughlin will be losing a healthy 
part-time income if and when his con­ 
tract is dropped. In 1975, he earned 
$22,606 to read electrocardiograms and 
do stress testing. 
According to acting hospital ad­ 
ministrator Jane Flaherty, the only can­ 
didate to replace Dr. Coughlin is Dr. 
Rollin Bailey, also a member of the 
Valley Medical Group. 
During the meeting, Dr. Coughlin said 
he wanted to serve on the board because 
he felt the board could benefit from 
someone “ from the medical community 
with a background in medicine who is 
meeting the public and patients every 
day.” 
Signorelli, who was voted board 
chairman last night, explained this 
morning why he voted for the doctor: 
“ I feel a physician on the board at this 
time is good. He could give help and in­ 
sight that a physician may have. The 
choice was hard to make. After weighing 
all the facts, I thought Dr. Coughlin was 
the best choice.” 
Four other Lompoc residents also sub­ 
mitted resumes for consideration. They 
were Glenn Ballentyne, a managing 
engineer at FEC ; Robert Coe, owner and 
operator of Taco Bell in Lompoc: Floyd 
Damerson, district agent for Prudential

SAN LEAND RO (U P I) - Three 
“ armed and dangerous” young men 
from wealthy families were hunted to­ 
day by police reported to believe ransom 
money was the motive for the kidnaping 
of 26 school children and their bus driver. 
A state source said a search of the es­ 
tate owned by the family of suspect Fred 
New hall Woods, 24, on Thursday turned 
up items “ including ransom demands for 
money.” 
At Madera, near the kidnap scene in 
Chowchilla, Sheriff Ed Bates said he 
believed he knew the motive for the ab­ 
duction but refused to divulge it. 
An alert was flashed across the 


country to all law enforcement agencies 
Thursday night by California police 
investigating the kidnaping that may 
have no parallel in U.S. crime. 
Police closed in on a garage in San 
Jose in the search for vans used by the 
kidnapers to transport their victims to a 
makeshift dungeon from which they es­ 
caped after 16 hours a week ago. 
The first reported sightings of the 
suspects came from Springfield, 111., 
where a salesman said he had seen men 
answering the description of the 
fugitives in a gasoline station. Illinois 
state police asked authorities in Illinois, 
Indiana and Ohio to be on the alert.

Concerning a possible conflict of in­ 
terest and Dr. Coughlin, Signorelli 
stated, “ I don't see a problem as long as 
he drops all his contracts.”

State officials now deny 
study for concessionaire 


A State Parks ami Recreation Depart­ 
ment spokesman yesterday denied a 
report published in the Record Monday 
that the state is compiling feasibility 
studies on the possibility of contracting 
all or parts of E l Capitan and Refugio 
state parks to private concessionaries. 
Bill Dillinger, chief of the information 
office for the department, said informa­ 
tion officer Ray Chapman was incorrect 
when he made the statement in an inter­ 
view with the Record Monday morning. 


“ He (State Parks and Recreation 
Director Herbert Rhodes) said he has no 
plan or intent at the moment to operate 
any of those parks as a concession,” 
claimed Dillinger. 


He explained that the state is “ just 
working on the renewal of existing con­ 
cessions already down there.” 
“ The director has no intention of going 


the concession route, but he is willing to 
listen to proposals,” Dtllinger said 
referring to a resurrected proposal to 
turn Gaviola State Park over to conces­ 
sionaries which Rhodes has been discus­ 
sing with Charles Carmichael executive 
director of Lompoc Economic Develop­ 
ment Association, and Ed Hauenstein 
also of Lompoc. 
Dillinger said the existing concessions 
at the three beach parks have been run in 
the past on one-year contracts. This year 
however, concessionaries w ill be asked 
to improve existing facilities at all three 
sites. 
At E l Capitan, Dillinger said the state 
contract will require the construction of 
a new camp grocery store and beach con­ 
cession to replace the present building. 
Because of the renovations, he said the 
state will have to consider leases as long 
as 10 years for the concessions. 
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Engineers work to fix 
Viking's mechanical arm 


PA SA D EN A , C a lif. (U P I) - 
Engineers working around the clock said 
today they have a plan to free Viking l ’s 
jammed mechanical arm in time to 
scoop up a soil sample to start the 
robot’s search for life on Mars on 
schedule next week. 
The crucial test will come Saturday 
when new orders will be radioed to Vik­ 
ing to circumvent the potentially seri­ 
ous trouble, apparently caused by a 
human planning error. 
“ We’ll know Sunday afternoon after 
the data have been processed here at the 
control center whether or not we have 
fixed the problem,” project director 
James Martin said early today. 
Despite the problems, Viking 1 con­ 
tinued to radio data back from its desert 
base on the red planet. Today’s schedule 
called for the probe’s second camera to 
take three black and white pictures. 
The retractable, 10-foot digger stopped 
operating during a test Thursday and 
Martin feared at first its failure was 
related to other puzzling problems that 
developed aboard the spacecraft during 
its first two days on Mars. 
The first failure knocked Viking’s 
delicate seismometer — which measures 
planet quakes — out of operation, at 
least temporarily. It was followed by un­ 
explained d iffic u ltie s w ith two 
communications systems that were 
minor unless they worsened 
“ We are somewhat mystified that we 
would have so many problems all at 
once,” he said. 
Martin said there still was a chance 
that the sampler arm, communications 
and seism om eter problems were 
related, but he said the more likely ex­ 
planation for the soil sampler arm 
problem was a simple one. 
Engineers experimenting with a 
replica lander discovered that the boom 
had to be extended during the test 
farther than it was-on Mars to permit a 


locking pin to drop out of the system. If 
the arm did not extend far enough, the 
pin remained and the arm would stop. 
“ It is certainly a plausible and possible 
failure mode.” he said. The way to cor­ 
rect it was to simply order the boom ex­ 
tended longer. Commands to do that will 
be radioed to Viking Saturday. 


Engineers had to work quickly on the 
problem to avoid a delay in the collection 
of die first soil sample next Wednesday 
for Viking's three life detection instru­ 
ments and two chemical analyzers. 
Martin said if the arm works Saturday, 
as he expects, the original schedule will 
be maintained. 


If the problem is not corrected, the 
sample collection w ill be postponed and 
engineers will have to search for another 
solution. 


If a way could not be found to operate 
the stainless steel sampler, it would 
mean Viking would not be able to carry 
out the life search or studies of the rusty 
colored Martian dirt. 


The two radio problems also surfaced 
Thursday. Martin repented that one of 
two receivers was late in picking up calls 
from Earth the first day and did not res­ 
pond at all the second day 


The second difficulty involved a tran­ 
smitter Viking uses to talk to its orbiting 
mothercraft. which in turn relays the 
signals to Earth. The transmitter dis­ 
obeyed orders from its computers and 
used low instead of high power to com­ 
municate with the lander

It could have been any commercial 
flight from Los Angeles to Santa Bar­ 
bara, but it wasn’t. 
The plane was a modified electra-type, 
the same craft used by some of the 
largest commercial airlines in the na­ 
tion. But the airline wasn’t PSA or TWA, 
it was USN — the United States Navy. 
The aircraft was a P-3 “ Orion” an­ 
tisubmarine plane. Two of the same 
planes were recently dispatched from 
Barber’s Point, Hawaii, to back-up U S 
m ilitary forces sent to Nairobi off the 
coast of Africa in the wake of increased 
tension between Kenya and Uganda. 
The flight was the first media orienta­ 
tion cruise at the Point Mugu Naval Air 
Reserve since its establishment in 1971. 
Members of the print and broadcast 
media were treated to an actual reserve 
training flight. 
Inside, the 13-man crew resembled a 
leal shorn, clean-cut m ilitary outfit 
the exception of the five profes­ 
sional journalists walking aboot — 36- 
millimeter cameras draped from their 
shoulders, tape recorders in their 
clutches — inquiring about anything and 
everything with an occasional boyish 
zeal. 
All 13 men were wearing the same 
green, fire resistant flight suits and 
bright orange “ Mae Wests.” But the 
jo u rn a lists’ appearance — one 
overweight, one bearded, one with a 
large, flared natural, and none with ears 
visible — separated them from the eight 
Navy reservists. 
The junket began much as an actual 
mission would for the journalists Before 
they even saw the plane, they were 
briefed for almost 45 minutes on naval 
reserve operations and the P-3 itself. 
After finally boarding the broad- 
bellied airplane, the newsmen received 
about 45 minutes more of safety instruc­ 
tions 
During the safety briefing, the “ Mae 
Wests” were passed out to the newsmen 
“ Mae Wests” is the non-technical name 
for a safety vest the Navy uses on most 
of its flights. Besides two carbon-dioxide 
inflators. it contains dye markers which 
emit a huge, bright green color visible in 
the water from the air, a container of 
shark repellent, a three-inch flashlight, a 
whistle and a smoke signal. It seems the 
only thing the Navy didn’t include was 
suntan lotion 
Lt. Commander Dave Templeton, the 
plane's balding copilot, followed the 
vests with instructions and a demonstra­ 
tion on the use of parachutes, while at 
the same time assuring the press, 
“ Nobody has had to bail out of a P-3 
yet.” He then knocked on a wooden 
crate, and assigned a crew member 
jumpmaster, “ just in case.” 
Lt. Stan Olsen, the mustachioed pilot 
of the plane, took the stage next. He ex­ 
plained some of the technical language 
the journalists would need to know for 
take-off and landing He succeeded this 
with an explanation of what to do in case 
he had to ditch the plane in the ocean, 
noting “ they tell me this plane supposed­ 
ly ditches well in water ” An ominous 
sign between the ribs of the “ Orion” in­ 
structed, “ Cut here for emergency ex­ 
it.” 
A crewman cast a further specter on 
the venture when he disclosed the P-3 
originally scheduled for the flight had 
one of its engines catch fire the night 
before 
After an uneventful take-off, the press 
discarded their seatbelts and were 
allowed to inspect any part of the sub­ 
marine chaser. The cluster of activity, 
however, was in the small seven window 
cockpit which, outside of numerous 
gauges and controls, strik in g ly 
resembled the driving quarters of an 
older Volkswagen bus 


The four-engine P-3 is a multi-purpose 
patrol plane (hence the “ P ” in its clas­ 
sification). It has the ability to locate 
and destroy submarines or surface ships 
In addition to dropping torpedos, it can 
also bomb, mine or photograph The 
“ Orion” tracks vessels with a device 
called a sonobuoy, a four-foot long, four-

inch diameter tube-shaped radio tran­ 
smitter which is dropped into the water. 
The crew was composed of four full­ 
time reservists who train the 1200 
regular Navy reserves at Point Mugu 
when they report for the mandatory one 
weekend each month or two weeks ac­ 
tive duty annually. The other four were 
reservists serving their two weeks’ ac­ 
tive duty. Besides Templeton and Olsen, 
there were Lt 
Commander Robert 
Smith and Lt. Dick Saam, 
The reasons the four gave for staying 
in the reserves centered around the ex­ 
tra income and retirement benefits. 
MIt is enjoyable sometimes and 
sometimes it is a headache.” Saam 
remarked. “ It’s a job like anything else, 
“ For this particular unit though, said 
the civil engineer from Camarillo, “ I 
would say most people are here because 
they enjoy it. This is a flying unit and I 
enjoy flying.” 
Templeton is a flight engineer for 
United Airlines Although he flies out of 
Chicago, he lives in Huntington Beach. 
“ This way I can keep my experience 
level high.” stated Templeton, who 
hopes to work up eventually to a com­ 
mercial pilot. “ It is kind of a postman’s 
holiday.” 
• 
Olsen, who is a private businessman in 
Santa Paula, said he just loves to fly. 
Smith, a civilian employe for the Los 
Angeles Police Department, said the 
retirement benefits and extra income 
keep him enlisted. 
The added pay can amount to as much 
as $250 a weekend for a reserve navy 
captain, Templeton estimated All four 
of the reserve officers on the flight 
receive around $200 for a weekend of ac­ 
tive duty. 
The plane reached the Santa Barbara 
area in about 20 minutes and dropped 
below thr* cloud cover to go into training 
maneuvers Everyone was at their post 
except the five journalists who continued 


to wander, probe and question. 


At about 500 feet above a calm Pacific, 
the traditional oil derricks occasionally 
broke up the blue serenity along with a 
few tup pulling barges. The P-3 circled 
around and flew near the Santa Cruz 
Islands and then encountered an uniden­ 
tified U S warship before returning to 
about 6,000 feet for the return trip. 


As the aircraft dropped altitude and 
approached the runway, the press don­ 
ned headphones and monitored Olsen’s 
conversation with the Point Mugu con­ 
trol tower. 


After a routine touchdown the jour­ 
nalists got a last glance at the multitude 
of switches and gauges in the cockpit and 
although it didn’t at all resemble a 
typewriter-equppped desk, one writer 
was heard to say he would be glad to 
“ consider a trade.”

were held in a buried truck. The kidnap­ 
ing occurred Thursday, and the victims 
dug their way to safety Friday night.

Law enforcement officers from 
Madera, Alameda and San Mateo coun­ 
ties swooped down on the Woods estate 
Wednesday night armed with a search 
warrant and conducted an extensive 
search of the property. 
Because of a judge’s gag order — to 
last 10 days — results of the search were 
not disclosed. 
Sierra County Sheriff’s deputies Thurs­ 
day conducted a four-hour search of min­ 
ing claims along the North Fork of the 
Yuba R ive r near D ow nieville. A 
spokesman said patrols were being 
“ sharpened” for the trio. 


Cannery talks 
continue 
until 5 a.m. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Attempts to 
end the strike by 30,000 California can­ 
nery workers began in earnest Thursday 
with talks at the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service going until nearly 5 
a m Friday. 
Following the 19 hours of bargaining, 
negotiators broke to study various 
proposals and planned to resume talks 
later in the day. 
John Rogers of the federal agency said 
that “ there has been an exchange of 
proposals but that’s about it at this 
point.” 
He said the break in the talks was “ not 
exactly a recess. The parties were asked 
to do some homework on the proposals 
made during the night and return for 
more face-to-face bargaining.” 
Teamsters Union leaders said that the 
strikers would not return to work 
without a new contract. 
They also asserted that estimates of 
wasted crops because of the strike were 
being overblown They asserted some of 
the fruit can be held in cold storage and 
some would have been surplus anyway. 
Spokesmen for the growers countered 
that there are limits to how much can be 
kept in cold storage. 
Ralph Waters, spokesman for the 
California Apricot Producers, said 
apricots cannot be stored and said the 
strike wiped out the last of the three 
heavy canning weeks for that crop. He 
said the loss exceeds $3 million. Allen 
Grant, president of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation and former leader of 
its California chapter, Thursday joined 
those urging President Ford to intervene 
in the strike. 
“ Growers and consumers are not 
represented at the bargaining table and 
they can only look to the office of the 
President to protect their interests in a 
labor dispute that imperils the national 
health or safety.” said Grant. 


Court clears way 
for ARCO drilling 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - A un- 
animous ruling by the California Court of 
Appeal Thursday cleared the way for 
Atlantic Richfield Co. to begin drilling 17 
new oil wells in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel 
But Attorney Robert Viazas, 
representing a militant Santa Barbara 
organization known as GOO (Get Oil 
Out), said he would appeal the ruling to 
the state Supreme Court. 
The appeals court decision reversed a 
San Francisco Superior Court ruling and 
held that ARCO may begin its new wells 
operation from Platform Holly, west of 
Santa Barbara. 
New drilling on state-owned un­ 
derwater lands has been stopped since 
the big 1969 oil spill. A moratorium by 
the state Lands Commission lasted five 
years. Litigation began by GOO and 
other conservation groups prevented 
new drilling since the moratorium was 
lifted 


New council duo would 
like Morgan controlled 


(Editor's note: This is the second article in a series 
reflecting on the first 100 days in office by freshman Lompoc 
City Council men Joe Valencia and Charles Ward.

Chuck Ward and joe Valencia have slightly different out­ 
looks on citizen input, but they are unanimous in their views 
toward one citizen's input. 
In answer to a question on what changes in procedure he 
would like to see accomplished for conducting council 
business. Ward replied: 
I d like to see a way of controlling Alberta Morgan. I am 
not trying to stifle dissent, but it seems that whatever the 
council wants to do. Mrs. Morgan takes an opposing view. 
The law of averages has to say that she has to agree with us 
at one time or another; since she never agrees with us. I 
have to feel that it's the television cameras that are there. 
"She wants to be seen and she wants to be heard, but she 
really doesn’t have much to say. Whenever she stands up, we 
are accused of being crooks, charlatans, shirkers and all 
sorts of lunacy and it makes no sense to me," Ward added. 
Valencia did not mention Mrs. Morgan by name, but he left 
no doubt as to whom he meant when he commented: 
There is citizen input to be realized, but not to the degree 
that the ‘citizen input crusader* seems to think is required. 
“I think citizen input is demonstrated by the election, or by 
a personal contact at home. I get an average of 10 calls a 
week at home at night." he continued, adding: 


"People can say whatever they please during the oral dis­ 
cussion at the council meetings, and that’s good. If we voted 
on something at a meeting and later I heard a different opi­ 
nion that changed my mind, I'm not opposed to reintroducing 
that item or whatever procedure it takes, but I am opposed 
to someone in the audence raising a hand on everything and 


this same person asking to be heard. It’s like having a sixth 
council member, and as I remember, we only elect five." 
Valencia said that during his campaign for the council 
election, in one day he knocked on some 200 doors and not one 
person indicated a desire to have any interest in what is com­ 
ing off This, he said, indicates a trust on the part of those 
who elected the members of the council to act on their best 
interests. 
Ward would rather have more different people expressing 
their views at council meetings. "I am shocked — and I 
guess that's the most disappointing thing I have found so far 
about being a councilman — at the lack of people at the 
meetings." he said. 
"Alberta Morgan is frequently the only person there. If 
your ox isn’t being gored, you don’t come to the council 
meeting, it appears. And they really have to gore the heck 
out of your ox before you go and say anything. 
“And we on the council look out there and see one person, 
the press and the staff and we know that on each issue Mrs. 
Morgan can stand up. and she will, and tell us how we re do­ 
ing it all wrong. 
“It seems rather nonsensical," he said. “I think we were 
put in this position for better reasons than to defend every 
position we have from Mrs. Morgan. I prefer to defend it to 
other members of the community also. 
"I wouldn’t stifle the right to dissent; I’d just put more 
people in there so that we could hear other dissent. 
Sometimes she’s right; sometimes Mrs. Morgan makes all 
the sense in the world, but when someone keeps calling you a 
dummy, after a while when they say something nice, you 
don’t even hear them. And that’s the problem with Mrs. 
Morgan." Ward concluded.

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British government plans 
to slash public spending 


LONDON (U PI) - The 
British government says it will 
slash public spending by $1.8 
billion next year to revive the 
nation s sagging economy, 
drive down inflation arid 
safeguard the battered pound. 
But left-wing members of the 
ruling Labor party and trade 


unions that provide the party’s 
power base are threatening to 
revolt when the government 
seeks parliamentary approval 
of the cuts next week. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healy, in announcing the 
cuts to Parliament Thursday, 
said they were necessary to 
Comstat satellite 
in successful orbit 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. 
(UPI) — The Comstar II 
satellite is in an eliptical orbit 
around the earth following a 
smooth launch, but there is con­ 
troversy over when the Federal 
Communications Commission 
will allow the domestic com­ 
munications system to become 
operational. 
The satellite, which is the se­ 
cond of three owned by the 
Comstat General Corp. and 
leased to American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., was launched 
at 6.04 p.m. Thursday and went 
into orbit 28 minutes later. 
It will range in altitude from 
115 miles to 22.300 miles above 
the earth until Saturday eve­ 
ning. when rockets will be fired 
to position it in a stationary or­ 
bit 22.300 miles above the 
Pacific. Comstar II yrill be 
allowed to drift to its final 
destination in August — above 
the Equator due south of Dallas 
and 15.000 miles away from 
Comstar I. 
The first satellite has been 
ready for operation since July 
1. The second will be operation­ 
al in September. Comstar is the 
first satellite system available 
to the public for long distance 
calls within the continental 


United States. 
Each satellite is able to han­ 
dle 14.400 telephone calls 
simultaneously, but a question 
remains as to when the FCC 
will allow their use. 
"We are sorry to report we 
still don’t have the approval of 
the FCC to use the Comstar 
system." Robert Latter, direc­ 
tor of engineering for AT&T 
long lines, said at a news con­ 
ference following the launch. 
The FCC has given permis­ 
sion for use of the system, sub­ 
ject to various provisions, but 
details have not been worked 
out. 
Latter said AT&T officials 
would continue to meet with the 
FCC. and he was optimistic a 
solution could be worked out in 
the near future. 
The delay in making Comstar 
I operational has "cost us over 
$1 million." and will cost 
$100,000 a day from now on. Lat­ 
ter said. The cost will rise to 
$125,000 a day after the Com­ 
star II becomes operational. 
AT&T will lease each 
satellite for $15.6 million a 
year, and will use them in con­ 
junction with the GTE Satellite 
Corp. 
Study urges states 
regulate gambling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
study commission says that 
with 61 per cent of American 
adults participating in some 
form of gambling, states should 
be given clear authority to 
regulate that activity within 
their borders. 
The Commission on National 
Policy Toward Gambling said 
the Justice Department and the 
FBI have been "singularly un­ 
successful" in their efforts to 
reduce illegal gambjing and 
related organized crime, and 
federal tax laws have been 
"slftiflarly unsuccessful." 


The commission, set up by 
the 1970 Organized Crime 
Control Act. included its find­ 
ings in an interim report It will 
make a final report to Congress 
this fall. 
The 1970 act for the find time 
made it a federal crime to 
violate certain state gambling 
laws, the commission said, and 
this gave the federal govern­ 
ment jurisdiction over purely 
local gambling activity. 


While the commission stop­ 
ped short of recommending 
wholesale repeal of federal 
gambling laws, it proposed 
Congress specifically declare 
states have jurisdiction over 
gambling within their own 
borders. 
The commission said efforts 
to control gambling through ex­ 
cise taxes, occupational stamps 
and enforcement of income tax 
laws have failed either to 
produce significant revenue or 
reduce illegal gambling 
The interim report included a 
nationwide survey by the 
University of Michigan Survey 
Research Center estimating 
that 86 million persons — 61 per 
cent of the adult population — 
took part in some form of 
gambling in 1974. 
This figure included 69 
million, who patronized com­ 
mercial gambling, and 19 
million, who wagered only in 
"social settings " About 16 
million, or 11 per cent of the 
adult population, were estimat­ 
ed to have gambled illegally 


reduce Britain’s $21.6 billion 
deficit this year and hold down 
inflation now pegged at 13 to 15 
per cent. 
"Our overriding priority is to 
restore the prosperity of the 
British economy through the 
regeneration of our industry 
and to provide the essential 
conditions to bring down and 
keep down unemployment,"

Britain’s 
1,450,000 
jobless total — 6.3 per cent of 
the work force — is the highest 
since World War II. 
"The government may have 
won the confidence of our inter­ 
national creditors, but it has 
lost the confidence of the Labor 
party." said Norman Atkinson, 
a left-wing Laborite member of 
parliament. 
"The cuts are gravely da­ 
maging to our social services," 
complained Barbara Castle, 
another left-winger and former 
Labor cabinet minister. 
Len Murray, general secre­ 
tary of the powerful 10-million 
member Trades Union Con­ 
gress. said "the trade union 
movement will find it difficult 
to accept the need for a 
package of this type when un­ 
employment is still rising." 
Spending cuts announced by 
Healey included $180 million on 
defense, and reduced spending 
on education, home building, 
health services, investment 
programs in state run indus­ 
tries and phasing out of food 
subsidies. 
Britain, once seemingly head­ 
ed for a socialist-style state, 
has taken a sharp turn away 
from that course The Labor 
government has been attempt­ 
ing to spur private investment 
and hold down labor costs. 


House votes to replace 
more than 3,000 laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House voted Thursday to 
replace nearly 3.000 laws — 
many of them decades old — 
with an omnibus law to guide 
the federal government in 
handling its 450-million acres of 
public land 
The bill, approved 169 to 155, 
differs from a Senate bill pas­ 
sed in February 
A House- 
Senate conference committee 
will try to resolve the differen­ 
ces. 
Under the House bill, the 
Bureau of Land Management 
would be given law-enforce­ 
ment authority to arrest per­ 
sons who harm or steal plants. 


take minerals or violate other 
federal laws designed to pre­ 
serve the public lands. 


Congress felt the omnibus bill 
was necessary because the 
BLM is wrestling with more 
than 3.000 laws dealing with 
public lands, some nearly 100 
years old and others no longer 
applicable to present condi­ 
tions.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The 
Harris trial defense, fighting to 
brand a a tape recorded "com­ 
munique’ * from the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army as a 
phony to prevent it from being 
accepted as evidence, produced 
their own phony version of the 
tape 
A Watergate expert agreed, 
saying the recording had more 
strange "clicks" and suspicious 
sounds in it than any he had ex­ 
amined since the Nixon tapes. 
At a hearing Thursday, with 
the jury out of the room, 
defense attorneys for William 
and Emily Harris played a 
reconstructed tape of the "com­ 
munique" left at a radio station 
in which the Harrises and Miss 
Hearst allegedly gave their bit­ 
ter reactions to the deaths of 
six SLA colleagues. 
"This is Teko speaking," 
came the voice of William 
Harris, using his SLA name. 
"Yolanda, Tania (his wife 
and Miss Hearst) and I extend 
profound feelings of revolution­ 
ary love and solidarity to the 
United States Marine Corps and 
the National Guard." 
Then lawyers played the tape 
the prosecution says is the 
original — and the defense con­ 
tends was doctored 
In it. Harris extends revolu­ 
tionary solidarity to "General 
Field Marshal Cabrilla and all 
the soldiers of the United 
People’s Liberation Army." 
The defense argued that the 
same splicing techniques that 
put the "Marine Corps" into 
Harris' mouth could have been 
used to produce the prosecu­ 
tion's version of the tape. 
The argument received sup­ 
port from electronics expert 
John McKnight of Magnetic 
Reference Laboratories in 
Mountain View. Calif 
McKnight. who was on the 
panel that examined the par­ 
tially erased tapes from the 
Nixon White House for federal 
court Judge John Sirica, 
testified there are more unex­ 
plained "clicks on this tape 
than any other I have examined 
other than the Watergate 
tape 
"I can’t tell you absolutely 
what caused the clicks, but 1 
can’t think of any other reason 
than splicing." he sad 
Particularly suspicious is 
that the clicks all fall between 
words and sentences, which 
would be highly unlikely if they 
were caused by recorder 
malfunction or other accident, 
he said.

Reagan by a lop-sided margin, 
but Ford’s backers have tried 
hard the last several days to 
convert the Mississippians to 
their column.

delegate Charles Pickering, 
who attended a White House 
dinner this week but still leans 
to Reagan. 
"We don’t have a majority 
yet but we’re not far from it,” 
said Gil Carmichael, Ford’s 
Mississippi leader. "We have it 
within our power to nominate 
President Ford. We can put him 
over the top."

Ford with 1,114 votes - 16 short 
of 1,130 needed for the nomina­ 
tion — and Reagan with 1,062.

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FDA sees tranquilizers 
causing birth defects 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
believes the nation's most wide­ 
ly used tranquilizers — VaUum. 
Librium. Miitown and others — 
may cause birth delects 


FDA Commissioner Alexand­ 
e r Schm idt, citing recent 
studies, said Thursday his 
agency has ordered manufac­ 
turers to provide bold-face 
warnings on their packages that 
the drugs could be hazardous 
during early pregnancy. 


"These studies do not demon­ 
strate conclusively that these 
drugs, taken during early 
pregnancy, can cause cleft lip 
or o th er b irth d e fe c ts ," 
Schmidt said. "But use of these 


tranquilizers during pregnancy 
is rarely a matter of urgency, 
and their use during this time 
should alm ost alw ays be 
avoided. 
"The warning label we are 
now requiring will provide 
physicians with the information 
they need to prescribe these 
drugs safely." 
Hoffmann-La Roche Inc., 
manufacturer of Valium and 
Librium, said the FDA ignored 
two more recent studies, which 
cleared the tranquilizers of any 
link to birth defects 
The company does not dispute 
the FDA's statement that preg­ 
nant women may not need 
tranquilizers, a Hoffmann-La 
Roche spokesman said, but the 
Assassins wandered 


free near bombing 


DUBLIN. Ireland (UP!) - 
The assassins of British Ambas­ 
sador Christopher Ewart-Biggs 
wandered freely outside his 
home for days disguised as 
power repairmen while they set 
up a bomb scheme, police said. 
O ffic e rs 
le a d in g 
th e 
Investigation into the killing 
said Thursday the bombers 
waited and watched in the 
fields in front of Glencairn 
House on the outskirts of Dublin 
while they worked out their 
plan. 
Their disguise as employes of 
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the state-run Electricity Board 
was a perfect cover as they 
stretched 200 yards of wire to a 
culvert along the road over 
which Ewart-Biggs drove every 
day. 
They linked the wire to a 200- 
pound land mine and, police 
said, were able to watch the 
ambassador’s automobile every 
inch of the way from his front 
(pile up to the culvert — where 
they set off the mine by remote 
control. 
A woman secretary was 
killed along with Ewart-Biggs. 
who had arrived to take up his 
post only 10 days earlier. A high 
British government official 
from Northern Ireland and the 
chauffeur were injured, but St. 
Vincent's hospital said they 
were improving. 
No organization claimed re­ 
sponsibility for the assassina­ 
tion. the first of a British of­ 
ficial in southern Ireland in 
over half a century. However, 
police sources said it bore all 
the hallmarks of the provisional 
wing of the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army. 
The Irish government, which 
offered a $36.000 reward for the 
killers, ordered several thou­ 
sand troops and police into a 
nationwide dragnet. 
Hundreds of officers combed 
the area around the ambas­ 
sador’s Gothic-style residence, 
moving shoulder to shoulder 
while they cut and sifted 
through long grass looking for 
clues. 
Authorities said they still had 
no trace of three suspects seen 
fleeing the area immediately 
after the blast, despite issuing 
descriptions of two of them. 
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agency is "strongly casting 
aspersions on Valium that are 
inconsistent with the scientific 
facts." 
Affected are a group of drugs 
called benzodiazepine, the most 
popular brands of which are 
Valium and Librium. 
Valium, the single most wide­ 
ly prescribed drug in the 
country, is sold at the rate of 5 
million new and refilled pre­ 
scriptions every month. Libri­ 
um, sells at the rate of 1.5 
million new and refilled pre­ 
scriptions a month. 
Also affected are a class of 
drug called meprobamates, the 
best known brands of which are 
Miitown and Equanil. 
"These drugs are widely 
prescribed for the relief of anx­ 
iety and tension," the FDA 
said. "The warning will be 
required in the labeling of 
generic and brand-name ver­ 
sions of these d ru p " 
The warnings will specify 
that the d ru p should not be 
used during the first three 
months of pregnancy. Doctors 
also will be warned to check the 
possibility of pregnancy before 
prescribing such drugs to any 
woman of childbearing age. 


Nation's weather

Scattered thundershowers dotted the nation early today 
but there was no rain in sight for drought-baked South Dako­ 
ta. where farmers faced drought conditions as bad or worse 
than during the Dust Bowi days of the 1930s. 
Lt Gov. Harvey Woliman of South Dakota said his state's 
cattlemen need more than 21 million tons of hay to maintain 
their herds through June 1, 1977. 
He said South Dakota is in much the same fix as during the 
Dust Bowl days and called some conditions worse. 
"There’s so much that needs to be done," he said. "I see 
farmers in desperation. Some are even plowing their wheat 
crops under 
“They are taking some awful chances in tilling this 
early." 
Rains fell over much of the Midwest Wednesday and 
Thursday, but they apparently fell short of easing a dry spell 
afflicting some the nation’s key farming areas. 
In heat-baked Iowa, the rain was a feast-or-famine 
proposition, with some areas getting plenty to soak corn 
crops at the critical pollination state and other areas settling 
for a drizzle or no rain at all 
But Iowa Apiculture Secretary Robert Lounsberry re­ 
mained optimistic. 
"Most of us have confidence in the weather," he said. "In 
Iowa, we usually get rain about the last five minutes before 
it's too late. 
But elsewhere, rain was widespread. 
Showers were scattered through the upper Mississippi 
Valley, the Middle Atlantic Coast and the Central Plains to­ 
day and a few showers dampened portions of Arizona and 
central California: 
Heavy storms soaked southwest Texas, triggering a flash 
flood warning for Edwards County, where up to two and a 
half inches of rain fell. Flash flood watches were in effect for 
other areas of southwest Texas. 
Storms spawned a tornado and strong winds in portions of 
Minnesota Thursday night. A tornado was sighted 20 miles 
west of Duluth. Minn., and wind damage was reported at 
Hutchinson.

No prosecution 
in bus crash 
MARTINEZ, Calif. (DPI) - 
There is insufficient evidence 
to warrant criminal prosecu­ 
tion in the May 21 bus crash 
which killed 26 Yuba City 
youngsters and a chaperone, 
the Contra Costa County dis­ 
trict attorney said Thursday.

"There is insufficient evi­ 
dence to w arrant crim inal 
prosecution against either the 
driver or the bus owners for 
vehicular manslaughter.” the 
prosecutor said. 
The accident occurred at a 
Highway 680 offramp on the 
Contra Costa side of the 
Marti nez-Benicia Bridge The 
high school students had been 
en route to Orinda for a music 
exchange program. 
The driver, Evan Prothero, 
50. was critically injured and 
remained hospitalized here for 
a severely crushed pelvis. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol previously found that the 
crash occurred when the brak­ 
ing system failed because of the 
snapping of an air compressor

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SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
(UPI) — Ronald Reagan wants 
to debate President Ford at 
next month’s GOP National 
Convention in Kansas City, but 
the WHite House failed to 
embrace the suggestion. 
Reagan, in an interview on 
the NBC Today show Thursday, 
said "the Ford people have 
been campaigning on an idea 
that he and I have no dif­ 
ferences between us." 
"Now this is not true." he 
said. "There are very funda­ 
mental differences between us. 
And I’ve come to the conclusion 
there is one logical way to set­ 
tle this — and particularly for 
the uncommitted, legitimately, 
sincerely uncommitteds who 
are trying to make up their 
minds 
"And that is I think both of us 
should get up and settle once 
and for all where do we stand on 
the matters of foreign policy, 
where do we stand on the mat­ 
ters of inflation, domestic 
policy and find out whether 


we’re identical on our view­ 
points — and I don’t think we 
are." 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen quickly rejected 
the proposal, saying "it seems 
to me that in Kansas City both 
candidates should be concen­ 
trating on how to unify the 
Republican Party to prepare 
for the fall election campaign 
and should not be considering 
things that could possibly be 
divisive or divide the Republi­ 
can Party." 
Reagan said he has enough 
delegtes to win the presidential 
nomination.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Jimmy Carter rural campaign 
leader is flatly promising 
farmers they’ll get higher price 
support levels if the former 
Georgia governor is elected 
President this fall. 
The pledge by P R (Bobby) 
Smith, delivered to a farm 
meeting here this week, stop­ 
ped short of indicating how far 
a Carter administration would 
seek to push farm price 
guarantees. But it pointedly un­ 
derlined what is emerging as a 
head-on policy conflict between 
Carter and whoever wins the 
Republican nomination. 
President Ford, taking a line 
which observers believe would 
also be followed by Ronald 
Reagan if the Californian gets 
the GOP nomination, has said 
publicly that he favors continu- 
ing th e b a sic " m a rk e t- 
o rien ted " farm program s 
currently in effect. 
These programs, designed 
and structured by Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz, are 
built around comparatively low 
government price floors. Butz 
argues that this system allows 
the ebb and flow of free market 
prices to guide farm ers in 
producing crops which are in 
greatest demand, both in this 
country and abroad. 
If a new basic farm law which 
Congress is scheduled to write 
in 1977 sets high and rigid sup­ 
port prices, Butz contends, 
farmers could see a return to 
the kind of surpluses which 
glutted markets in the 1950’s 
ami 1960’s. 
"This would lead you back­ 
ward to the days when govern­ 
ment controls dictated what 
you planted and how much," 
Butz has been warning farmers 
repeatedly in speeches. 
Not so. says Smith, a Georgia 
cotton grower and seed dealer 
who heads the National Carter 
C om m ittee for Food and 
Agriculture. 
"I’ve heard it said that this 
year’s choice is between Presi­ 
dent Ford’s policies and return­ 
ing to a Democratic way of high 
price supports and rigid con­ 
trols on farmers. Nothing could 
be further from the truth," 
Smith told a meeting here 


“We’re going to have higher 
support levels — you can bet on 
that.” Smith promised the 
meeting of members of farmer- 
elected Agricultural Stabiliza­ 
tion and Conservation commit­ 
tees which supervise local ad­ 
ministration of some federal 
farm programs. 
“But nobody wants rigid con­ 
trols on the basic crops today — 
not you, not Bobby Smith, not 
Jimmy Carter," Smith insisted. 


“There are markets for all 
we can produce, if we go about 
building and securing them,” 
Smith added. 


Smith said a detailed Carter 
farm and food policy statement 
is now due for publication 
"w ithin the next several 
weeks.” The campaign aide 


gave no details, but he said it 
would base future policy on con­ 
sultation with a wide range of 
farm and commodity groups. 


The Carter campaign, mean­ 
while, is building close ties to 
some of the congressional 
leaders who will be key figures 
in next year’s Capitol Hill bat­ 
tles over future farm legisla­

Disposal workers 
get new building 
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Anytime

The county’s refuse disposal 
workers in Goleta Valley will 
soon be enjoying their on-site 
meals more — when the $48,190 
county “office building** on the 
site of the transfer station is 
completed in mid-August. 
The two-story structure — 
labeled a “country club” by one 
dissatisfied taxpayer — wilt 
contain 
an 
e m p l o y e s ’ 
lunchroom, separate toilet and 
wash room facilities for men 
and women, locker room and a 
second floor office for Super­ 
visor Frank Clarke. 
“We had no alternative ex­ 
cept to build the structure,” ex­ 
plained Assistant County Public 
Works Director Paul Price. “It 
was either that or get a citation 
under the California Oc­ 
cupational Safety Health Act.” 
Citing health hazards that 
could be due to eating lunches 
and dinners in a shop building in 
the same room with toilet 
facilities and not flyproof the 
14 employes involved had made 
strong protests for better 
eating facilities, hacked by the 
Federal, state and county 
health authorities. 
The county requires the 
employes, including one woman 
checker, to eat on the site of the 
refuse transfer operation, and 
forego a scheduled lunch hour, 
so that the trucks can be loaded 
and kept moving on their way to 
the disposal site at Tajiguas in 
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projects. 
Board chairman Dan Chern 
advanced the suggestion in 
presenting the annual board 
report to the supervisors. He 
explained that some board 
members were minority 
persons and others were 
mothers with young children 
who required paid baby-sitters. 


Formal request for the com­ 
pensation will come later from 
the board, Chern indicated. 
Chern, in response to ques­ 
tions, also said the board 
“would almost like to double 
the number of mental health 
care homes” but can’t do it 
without more personnel. Condi­ 
tion of some mentally ill 


persons is such th af they 
probably will remain in such 
homes for many years, he felt. 
He also cited the nearly 
three-fold increase in direct 
services to the aged in the past 
six years, pointing out the city 
of Santa Barbara now has the

The rules 
say an athlete must be in the village 72 
hours before his competition. I’ll be 
there 84 hours before mine begins,” 
Stones, who has been predicting his 
Olympic gold medal victory for months,

said he would consider himself a failure 
if he gets anything but the top honor. 
He considers the world-wide competi­ 
tion “mind-boggling.” 
“I’ve been high jumping for 13 years 
and I’ve been in it seriously for five 
years," he said.

“I think it could be of major impor­ 
tance for us,” he said, “but I think it can 
be a big help to them too.”

It gave the 
14-year-old schoolgirl three golds for the 
games and a total of seven perfect 
scores, a mark never before achieved 
even once in Olympic competition. 
T knew all along if I worked very hard 
and persevered, I just might make it,” 
Nadia said, without much enthusiasm, 
through an inteipreter. “What I have 
done gives me fantastic joy.” 
Apparently, enough other people 
derived such joy from her they were 
willing to pay up to $200 to scalpers for 
tickets to her Olympic finale. 
Now that she’s gone, if you’re one of 
those who gets an empty feeling as you 
scan the Olympic schedule, you might 
find a substitute sweetheart at the swim­ 
ming hall. That’s where Komelia Ender 
of East Germany is the reigning queen, 
and where she is making the kind of 
history in the water that Nadia made in 
gymnastics. 
Komelia, long-limbed, lithe and with 
blonde hair, has visual appeal, and her 
other credentials include four gold 
medals thus far and an excellent shot at 
an all-time record fifth. 
On Thursday night, after she had set 
one world record and tied another in 
earning her third and fourth gold medals, 
Komelia was told that the grandmother 
she hadn’t seen in 15 years was coming 
here to meet her 
It was on a television screen in her 
home at Salina, Kan., that Rosalae 
Leehmann saw her granddaughter for 
the first time since she defected from 
East Germany in 1959. “ {Jt is very sad,” 
said Mrs. Leehmann. “She cannot write 
America from Germany and we cannot 
send her any letters.” 
Now it is being arranged for Mrs. 
Leehmann to come here later this week, 
and when Ender was informed of this 
Thursday night, she said, “I don’t know 
anything about her coming here. .. After 
the competition is over, I will try to con­ 
tact her. but not before. My first obliga­ 
tion is to my team.” 
Kornelia’s latest two medals came in 
the 100-mete- butterfly, where she tied 
the world record of 1:00.13, and the 200- 
meter freestyle with a world record time 
of 1:50 26 Ender will race again Sunday 
in the 400-meter freestyle relay, In which 
the East Germans are favored, and if 
they are successful she will become the 
first woman ever to capture five gold 
medals in a single Olympics. 


In the 200 freestyle, Shirley Babashoff, 
the best American swimmer, finished se­ 
cond to Ender for the third time in the 
Olympics 
“In America we swim for fun,” said 
Babashoff. who has three silver medals 
for the gam es. “ When the E ast 
Germans come out, they are told what 
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they can do and what they can’t. They 
never fool around and they never seem to 
have fun. If that’s what it has to be to 
win, they can have it..,.” 
In eight women’s events thus far, the 
East Germans have won seven. 
Among the men, however, the United 
States remained invincible by stretching 
its streak to nine for nine Thursday 
night. Brian Goodell and Tim Shaw 
finished 1-2 in the 400-meter freestyle, 
Goodell claiming his second individual 
gold medal with a world record Ume of 
3:51.93, and the 400-meter freestyle relay 
team of John Naber, John Hencken, Matt 
Vogel and Jim Montgomery set a world 
mark of 3:42.22. 
Nber now has won three gold medals 
and one silver and the Americans can 
become the first country ever to sweep 
every swimming event if they win the 
final four races. 
The U.S. also picked up its second gold 
medal in diving when U.S. Air Force 
Capt Phil Boggs led throughout the 11- 
dive program to win the three-meter 
springboard. On Tuesday night, Jennifer 
Chandler won the women’s three-meter 
springboard. 
Nadia Comaneci wasn’t the only girl to 
win a pair of gold medals on the closing 
women’s gymnastics program. She had 
to share honors with Russia's Nelli Kim, 
a dark-haired, 16-year-old beauty who 
achieved a perfect 10.0 score in her floor 
exercise and also won the horse vault. 
Kim was far more responsive to the 
reaction of the crowd, waving a good 
deal, and later she commented of her 
younger rival, “Nadia has a lot of power 
and leg spring, but she can’t smile.” 
Russia’s Olga Korbut, the darling erf 
the 1972 Olympics, now 21, was asked if 
she would tdie part in the 1960 Games at 
Moscow 
She smiled and asked her 
questioner, “And what is your wish in 
the matter?” When a few newsmen 
responded with applause, she said. 
“Then I will.”

Rheingans of Appleton, Minn., was si 
fering from a prostate infection and 
such pain an hour before his third round 
match he was going to withdraw, won a 
9-7 decision over Andrzej Skrzylewski of 
Poland for a 3-0 record.

other. In North Carolina, Ronald 
Reagan’s people distributed literature 
reminding that Ford is soft on Sen. Ed 
Brooke, a black. In Flordia, somebody 
printed posters saying that Carter was 
"Wanted. Dead or Alive." The George 
Wallace headquarters in Jacksonville 
was burglarized. Reaganites In Califor­ 
nia received numerous calls (false) 
canceling scheduled rallies. And Mo 
Udall was understandably upset when 
Carter accused him, a Mormon, of sub­ 
scribing to that church's belief that black 
people are inferior to whites. 
As s general observation it should be 
noted that it was square shooter Ford 
who caused much of the most off-target 
trouble in the primaries. A letter over 
his signature, for example, was sent to at 
least one tax-exempt organization asking 
for money that, if given, would have 
jeopardized the group’s special tax 
standing And too, the President has 
delivered some remarkably k w blows to 
rival Reagan. In California he suggested, 
via television advertisements, that his 
opponent is the kind of nut who, if 
elected, would lead us right into war. 
Consequently, it is Ford who worries 
the election watchers most. Sam 
Archibald, who used to head the 
Washington-based Campaign Fair Prac­ 
tices Committee, says that "Abuse is 
most likely in a contest where the incum­ 
bent is in danger of losing power," i.e. 
Ford. Archibald says he can’t predict 
low-roading this autumn, but proposes 
that observers can. "When a candidate’s 
strategy turns negative, that’s the time 
to worry. If rather than sppak of his own 
attributes he talks of the other guy’s 
failures, it’s a sign he may be getting 
desperate." 
If Ford does get desperate he knows 
there is little anyone can do about it. The 
Federal Elections Commission has 
received more than 140 complaints of 
dirty politics this year, but is so 
paralyzed by confusing laws and respon­ 
sibilities, it has not yet acted on any of 
them. 
Also, the Federal Communications 
Commission received 1,200 complaints in 
April-May alone, an unusually high 
number. Except for a handful of cases, it 
is powerless to do anything but sit back 
and duck tongues 
In sum low politics is still largely 
legal, Watergate be damned. 
So it is, though it's by no means cer­ 
tain. the name of the game this bicenten­ 
nial fall may be presidential Rollerball, 
at least if the tense gossip in Washington 
is an indication. Did you hear that Carter 
grows pot on his southern 40? Did you 
hear that the second part of Ford’s deal 
with Nixon is to make him ambassador 
to China? Oh. boy Did you think if we 
ask. Britain would take us back?

Reagan’s name to 
their priority list of 
vice presidential 
prospects. Sources 
familiar with the list 
say it contains three 
other names — Sen. 
Howard Baker of Ten­ 
nessee, ex-Treasury 
Secretary John Con- 
nally and Commerce 
S e c re tary E llio t 
Richardson. 
The same aides have 
also drawn up a secondary list of pos­ 
sibilities whom President Ford would 
consider as his naming mate. This lesser 
list includes Ambassador to Britain Ann 
Armstrong, Gov. Christopher Bond of 
Missouri. Sen. William Brock of Tennes­ 
see, Gov. Dan Evans of Washington, Sen. 
Charles Percy of Illinois and Gov. 
Robert Ray of Iowa. 
In the Reagan camp, some aides have 
indicated privately that, as a fallback 
position, they would consider a Ford- 
Reagan ticket. They have warned that 
they may not support the ticket if 
Reagan isn't on it. For the record, 
meanwhile, Reagan spokesmen still in­ 
sist their man will win the presidential 
nomination and won’t accept anything 
less. 
Those who are seeking to reconcile 
Ford and Reagan contend that it will 
take a unified ticket to win in November. 
They point out that Jimmy Carter and 
Waiter Mondaie have jumped off to an 
alarming early lead. 
The President's men also recognize, as 
one of them put it, that Reagan has "a 
strong appeal with conservatives," 
would strengthen the ticket in the West 
and South and is "best known" of the 
vice presidential possibilities 
But there is also resistance in the Ford 
camp to an alliance of the two rivals. 
Raising the “credibility problem," some 
aides ask whether the voters would 
beljeve Ford and Reapn could work 
together after their bitter attacks upon 
one another Some Ford advisers think 
Reagan "might hurt the ticket more than 
he would help it," we were told. 
They doubt, for example, that Reagan 
could help Ford win the South against 
Jimmy Carter. The Ford people also 
question whether Reagan would accept 
second place on the ticket. 
The Ford strategists are high on Sen. 
Baker who. as a Watergate hero, could 
help negate whatever Nixon taint re­ 
mains on Ford. Coming from Tennessee, 
Baker would give the ticket geographical 
balance. 


Ford aides also count as a plus the fact 
that Baker is the son-in-law of the late 
Senate windbag, Everett Dirksen, a 
World War I balloonist who rose to 
greater heights in politics on hot air than 
he ever attained over the battlefields of 
France. 
Like the late Senate spieler, whose 
oratorical excesses are remembered 
with affection on Capitol HUl, Baker is 
an excellent speaker. Yet Ford insiders 
wonder if he would be a forceful cam­ 
paigner or, for that matter, could even 
win his own state of Tennessee against 
Carter. 
The most effective campaigner. Ford 
aides agree, would be John Connally. By 
their analysis, he is “unquestionably’’ 
qualified to be President. They think he 
could also take Texas away from Carter. 
But they are worried that Connally 
would be haunted by the milk scandal. 
Although he was acquitted of bribery 
charges, the word leaked out that the 
jury merely gave him the benefit of 
doubts that might be raised in a cam­ 
paign. Some Ford aides also fear the 
dynamic Connally would "overpower" 
Ford. 
As for Richardson, his positive 
Watergate image and reputation for in­ 
tegrity would be a great asset. He is also 
regarded by the Ford people as a proven 
administrator who would be well 
qualified for the presidency. He is pop­ 
ular is the Northeast, too, where Ford 
must pick up support to defeat Carter. 
But on the negative side, Ford insiders 
describe Richardson as a “pedantic" 
speaker whom, they fear, would be a 


"lackluster campaigner." He is weak, 
too, in the South. 
A careful screening of the vice 
presidential possibilities will continue, 
meanwhile, until convention time. 
CARTER-GO-ROUND: Jimmy Carter 
as President would focus not on the 
dramatic generalities but on the in­ 
tricate, important details of defense, his 
advisers tell us. He would try to stop the 
military brass from exaggerating the 
Communist menace and coloring defense 
issues. Carter would hope, says one ad­ 
viser. to make "a more reasonable as­ 
sessment of defense trends." 
— The Democratic power brokers are 
disconcerted by Carter’s emphasis on 
bureaucratic reform and zero-based 
budgets. However, he has persuaded the 
Senate and House budget chairmen, Sen. 
Edmund Muskie, D.-Me., and Rep. 
Brock Adams. D.-Wash., that he will be 
easy to work with. 
— Old guard Democratic leaders are 
also worried by Carter’s tight, taciturn 
inner circle which they regard as 
altogether too in penetrable The can­ 
didate has promised to widen the circle 
and. 
true to his word, is already 
scouting for possible White House aides 
— in case he should be elected in 
November 
— Among the party idealists and with- 
it elements, there is an uneasy feeling 
that Carter’s personal code is an un­ 
spoken rebuke to the let-it-all-hang-out 
lifestyle But privately, he has said he 
wants the press to help him ferret out 
wrongdoing in any future Carter ad­ 
ministration.

On the right 
by William F. Buckley 
The orators 


NEW YORK - Democratic oratory, 
this time around as at Miami in 1972, has 
been of an order so low as to suggest that 
the poor darlings don’t really have very 
much to say. There are some splendid 
speakers among the Democrats. The 
good Lord was prodigal in giving many of 
them thunderous voices, lofty thoughts, 
and 
undulating 
rhythm. But as to con­ 
tent, this is a lean, 
lean winter. 
Concerning the first 
keynoter, the less said 
the better. One might 
call it: Senator Glenn 
without Houston 
Control. Alas, Senator 
Glenn is not naturally 
gifted as an orator. 
But one doubts that if 
Demosthenes had had 
that script, he could 
have done anything with it. 
There was, accordingly, a great stirr­ 
ing when Barbara Jordan was in­ 
troduced. She mounted the podium with 
an oratorical reputation earned at the 
impeachment investigation of the House 
Committee which is securely based in 
her great sense of rhythm, and a dicta­ 
tion that lends itself to the orotundities 
of convention rhetoric. It is fortunate 
that her natural eloquence shored her up, 
because what she said was, with the ex­ 
ception of a phrase or two, a fugitive in­ 
sight here or there, utterly vaporous. 
Everyone cooed after she had finished 
speaking, and there was talk of the 
"great oration." I doubt if anybody who 
heard the speech could have written a 50- 
word paraphrase of its substance. 
Moreover, she committed the usual 
rhetorical sins. Her favorite is 
paralepsis. "I could easily spend this 
time praising the accomplishments of 
this party and attacking the record of the 
Republicans. I do not choose to do that." 
Only she goes on to do exactly that. Or, 
"I could list the many problems which 
cause people to feel cynical, frustrated, 
and angry..." — she then proceeds to list 
these problems, and closes the catalogue 
by saying, "I do not choose to do that." 
Her insight is that America needs a 
sense of community. The intellectual 
travesty is the notion that the 
Democratic Party, which is an 
agglomeration of special interests, is 
concerned with anything of the sort. 
Poor George Wallace, a physical wreck, 
talks about the “ m onstrous 
bureaucracy" that recently forbade a 
father-and-son banquet, on the grounds 
that it was sexist: but nobody stirred — 
that might have offended the libbers 
Jerry Wulff spoke about the need to 
enfranchise civil servants, relieving 
them of the disabilities of the Hatch Act 
— by which he meant he wants his gang 
to be more powerful politically. Edmund 
Muskie — believe me — spoke about the 
need to "say yes to fair labor stan­ 
dards," as if everywhere in America, 
man was in chains. 
* 
Barbara Jordan spoke about the great 
common sense of the American people, 
and I for one believe in it. It is best 
validated by the ratings. All three of the 
networks carrying the Democratic con­ 
vention combined got a lower rating than 
a showing of the film "Casablanca." 
That was made in 1943. which is about 
the time the Democratic orators at this 
convention last had a fresh thought. 
Speaking of old thoughts reminds me 
of Hubert Humphrey. I used to wonder 
how Billy Graham manages to keep 
crowds enthralled when speaking 
English to Koreans, or Indians, or Tierra 
del Fuegoans. I discovered the other 
night. listening to Hubert Humphrey, 
that it doesn't matter what Graham 
says, it is the noises he makes. 
As a matter of fact, it is something of a 
disadvantage to the listener that Hubert 
Humphrey speaks in English. He would 
be infinitely more pleasing if. say, he 
spoke in French, or German, or Swahili 
The tonalities and the sonorities would 
be uninhibited by the strain on reason 
required of anyone who sits through a 
speech by Mr. Humphrey. His climax the 
other night — though his speech was, in a 
way, an extended climax, beginning to 
end — came when he shouted out that 
there were no Tories in Philadelphia in 
177« (which, by the way,isn’t true),and 
Washington *' A 
Tory, Senator 
Humphrey wants you to understand, is a 
wants you to understand, is a 
Republican 
A Republican is somebody who 
believes in the handiwork of the men in 
177« who prevailed over the Tories. One 
of the artciles of faith of the Founding 
Fathers was: "The powers not delegated 
to the United States by the Constitution, 
nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively, or to 
the people." 
H umphrey wants us to hark back to the 
work of Thomas Jefferson. Jefferson 
said "The state can only do something 
for the people in proportion as it can do 
something to the people " Like forbid 
father-and-son dinners Ob yes, that was 
vetoed by President Ford. Elect a
